SILO  membership  is  open  to  all  Illinois  aca¬ 
demic,  public,  school,  health  science,  law,  and 
other  special  libraries  of  all  sizes,  clientele,  and 
subject  specialties.  Through  participation  in  this 
extensive  union  listing  effort,  libraries  contribut¬ 
ing  to  the  vast  bibliographic  resources  of  the  state 
will  be  able  to  share  equally  in  these  riches. 

SILO  offers  Illinois  libraries  the  chance  to 
participate  in  a  major  cooperative  effort  which 
will  directly  benefit  all  Illinois  libraries  through:

The  OCLC  Union 
Listing  Component 


The  OCLC  Serials  Control  Subsystem  union 
listing  capability  was  designed  to  meet  the  need  to 
provide  more  specific  holdings  information  for 
serial  titles  than  is  possible  using  display  holdings 
commands  for  bibliographic  records.  The  union 
list  capabi  1  ity  does  not  represent  a  separate  OCLC 
subsystem;  rather  it  is  a  display  function  within 
the  existing  Serials  Control  Subsystem. 

The  OCLC  Serials  Control  Subsystem  union 
listing  capability  provides  a  simple  and  economi¬ 
cal  way  to  create  detailed  and  easily  accessible 
union  list  databases.  Libraries  need  not  be  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  OCLC  network  to  participate  in  union 
listing  programs. 

All  OCLC  libraries  authorized  in  the  Serials 
Control  Subsystem  will  be  able  to  search  the 
holdings  of  all  OCLC  union  list  groups  online, 
and  non-OCLC  libraries  will  be  able  to  access  the 
database  through  paper,  fiche  and  magnetic  tape 
offline  products.  Union  list  participants  will  have 
the  capability  of  belonging  to  more  than  one 
union  list  group,  whether  state,  regional,  subject, 
or  some  other  special  grouping.  Holdings  infor¬ 
mation  need  only  be  entered  once  to  appear  in 
multiple  union  lists. 

Union  list  participants  input  holdings  in  Seri¬ 
als  Control  Subsystem  local  data  records  (LDRs) 
which  exist  in  OCLC  system  memory  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  corresponding  full  bibliographic  re¬ 
cords.  For  each  holdings  record  a  library  creates, 
it  must  first  either  locate  an  acceptable  serials  for¬ 
mat  bibliographic  record  (Figure  1 )  representing 
the  serial  in  question,  or  create  one  itself.  The 
OCLC  database  contains  hundreds  of  thousands

of  serial  format  bibliographic  records,  many  au¬ 
thenticated  by  the  national  CONSER  (Conver¬ 
sion  of  Serials)  program.  Most  SILO  participants 
can  expect  a  very  high  hit  rate  for  their  serials  in 
the  OCLC  database. 

Once  the  appropriate  record  is  located,  a  Seri¬ 
als  Control  subsystem  workform  (Figure  2)  is 
called  up  and  the  inputting  library  enters  its  hold¬ 
ings.  For  libraries  utilizing  the  union  listing 
component  alone,  a  maximum  of  five  data  ele¬ 
ments  will  need  to  be  input:  holding  library  (Hid 
lib),  copy  (Copy),  call  number  (CLNO),  sum¬ 
mary  copy  holdings  (SCHD),  and  summary  insti¬ 
tution  holdings  (SIHD)  (Figure  3 ).  Copy  and  call 
number  data  is  optional.  This  data  is  entered  using 
standard  OCLC  record  manipulation  techniques, 
and  Serials  Control  Subsystem  users  may  expect 
to  achieve  rapid  input  rates.
